‘THE WHY OF IT, 


‘ (Edmonton Bulletin.) 


The arguments pro and con of the 
Alberta and Great Waterways 
bargain have now been © fairly 
well daveloped and it is possible 
to summarize the charges which 
are laid against the bargain and 
replies which are commonly made 
on its behalf :— 

- 1. Itis charged as not in the 
best interests of the people of the 
Province that $7,400,000 of money 
raised on the public credit should 
be used to build a railway through 
an unsettled country while thous- 
ands of the people who are 
pledged to repay the money and 
to pay the interest on it are left 
without railway accommodation. 

To which a common reply is 
that anyone who calls in question 
the sound public policy of the 
Alberta and Great Waterways 
bargain is necessarily and in- 
variably moved by jealousy, 
ambition, cupidity or tréasonable 
instinct. 

2. It is charged that the bargain 
was made with a Company which 
has no railway system behind it, 
no money other than that the 
Province gives it, and no means 
of getting the money to pay the 
interest charges on the road until 
the enterprise becomes self- 
sustaining. 

Reply—That the C. P. R. is 
behind the opposition to the bar- 
gain. If not the C.P.R. then 
the C.N.R. Or if not theC.N.R., 
then the G.T.P. Or if not the G. 
T.P., then the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

3. It is charged that $20,000 per 
mile was more money than was 
necessary. to build the railway 
according to the specifications 
accepted by the Government. 

Reply—That the mempers from 
Southern Alberta want to prevent 
railway construction in Northern 
Alberta. 

4. It ia charged that 5 per cent 
was an excessive rate of interest 
to pay for money borrowed on so 
good security as the revenues of 
of the Province. 

Reply—That a dark conspiracy 
has been formed to upset the 
Government, 

5. It is charged that the specifi- 
cations allow of mud ballast, six 
inch ties ds far apart as the 
Government engineer gees fit to 
allow, 56 pound steel, with grades 
so steep and curves so sharp that 
the road cannot be efficiently 
and economically operated. 

Reply—That the Company 
would not think of building so 
rotten a road as the specifications 
allow. 

6. It is charged that the Prov- 
ince had no grip on the Company 
by which they can be compelled 
to operate the road when finished, 
or which prevents the Company 
building a $4,000,000 road, col- 
leoting $7,400,000 for it, and then 
telling the Province to take it and 
pay for it. 

Reply—That in that event the 
Province would get a railway. 

7. It is charged that bonds 
worth $8,140,000 in the market 
were issued to the Company, in 
return for which the Province 
received only $7,400,000, the bal- 
ance going to some party or par- 
ties at present unknown. 

Reply—That it ig none of the 
Province’s business if somebody 
pocketed part of the $8,140,000, 
nor whether all the $7,400,000 
goes into the railway, nor how 
much of it. 


8. It is charged that having 
appointed a Commission on their 
own motion and for the avowed 
purpose of proving their own 
honesty, the Government are 
bound to assist the Commiasion in 
every way to make a complete 
and thorough investigation of the 
whole transaction, and that in 
pursuance of this duty tne Gov- 
ernment should use their influence 
with President Clarke to get him 
to appear before the Commission 
and give evidence. F 

Reply—That it is presumption 
to suppose the Government has 
any influence with Mr. Clarke.

among the pupils and that: there 
has been no case of serious sick- 
ness in the school during the 
year, that is, nothing save colds 
and minor disorders. The rela- 
tionship with the Reserves, from 
which recruits are drawn is dealt 
with in one section. Much has 
been done during the year to 
distipate the antagonism which 
did exist'among the Indians, and 
the general attitude is one of 
‘appreciation of the work of the 
school. Desertions from the 
‘| school, which used to be so fre- 
quent, have been reduced to one 
during the past year, and a gen- 
eral interest on the part of the 
pupils is taken in all the work. 
One very encouraging feature of 
the work is the closing of ar- 
rangements whereby two of the 
senior boys will enter Alberta 
College next September to con- 
tinue their studies there, and the 
Indian Department at Ottawa will 
bear the entire expense just so 
Jong as the reports from the 
College are creditable to the boys. 

The closing items of the report 
might be quoted in full:— 

“Under the heading, ‘The 
effurts influence of the staff,’ I 
pointed out last year the great 
strain upon the workers conse- 
quent upon the constant decrease 
in attendance. The fact that our 
actual attendance went up by 17 
relieved the situation very much, 
and has enabled the workers to 
turn their efforts into other chan- 
nels, such as inspiring the child- 
ren with higher ideals of life, and 
more careful training in the 
duties of the hour. I am thankful 
to know that. I..am. surrounded 
with a company of co-laborers 
who are not actuated by selfish 
motives but are devoting much 
of time ‘‘off duty’’ in seeking to 
develop a noble character in the 
| pupils of the school. 

“In conclusion I wish to 
acknowledge the unfailing kind- 
ness of government officers, 
missionaries and teachers on the 
reserves, also the help accorded 
by the officials of the Methodist] 
Missionary Society and of the 
Indian Department at Ottawa.”
